WASHINGTN (AP) -

billion blanket cut in nondefense 
spending would disrupt orderly 
government, say some federal 
officials.

Sources said all cuts would 


tiave to come from the roughly 
$20 billion in spending which the 
administration can control.

U«S* Supreme Court 
Starts New Session 
by Seating Marshall

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court begins its new 
term today with the seating of 
Thurgood Marshall as the first 
Negro justice. 


Perhaps the most prominent 


civil rights lawyer of the centu- 
ry, Marshall will swear to "ad. 
minister justice without respect 
to persons, and do equal right to 
the poor and to the rich," 


This is the "judicial" oath, 


one of two taken bynew jus- 
tices. On Sept. 1, In highly 
guarded privacy, Marshall took 
from Justice Hugo L. Black the 
constitutional oath, an afflrma. 
tlon to support and defend the 
Constitution. 


The opening session is cere- 


monial and brief. Lawyers will 
be admitted to practice before 
the Court and no decisions will 
be announced. The justices then 
will retire to private sessions to 
determine which of the hun- 
dreds of pending appeals will be 
heard. 


Among them are such highly 


controversial Issues as govern- 
ment aid to parochial schools, 
school integration in the North 
as well as the South, jailing of 
draft card burners and discrimi- 
nation against Negroes in pri- 
vate housing sales. 


Already granted review are 


cases testing the power of police 
to stop and question people on 
the street, the constitutionality 
of the Lindbergh kidnaping law, 
registration of gamblers with 
the government and the use of 
evidence 
obtained by bugging 


public telephone booths. 


Marshall, 
59, served 
four 


years on the federal bench In 
New York and two years as U.S. 
solicitor general, the fedeeral 
government's top lawyer before 
the Supreme Court. Before that, 
for 21 years, he was chief legal 
officer for the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. 


President 
Johnson 
named 


Marshall to the Court June 13 to 
succeed retired Justice Tom C. 
Clark. The Senate approved the 
nomination Aug. 30, 
though 


some 
Southerners 
quarreled 


with Marshall's legalphilosophy. 


Otherwise, the composition of 


the Court is the same as last 
year: Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren, 76, and Associated Justices 
Black, 81; William 0. Douglas, 
68; John M. Harlan, 68; William 
J. Brennan Jr., 61; Potter Stew- 
art, 52; Byron R. White, 50; and 
Abe Fortas, 57.

does it. Our minimum fee for 
divorce without children or prop- 
erty Involved is $150, iivl costs 
will not iun over $20.00. 


Some states have unnaturally 


difficult grounds for divorce; but 
to blame your lack of one on 
cost Is like banging the wrong 
min. In the first place, either 
spouse can obtain a divorce with- 
out consent of the other. 1 cioubt 
on reading your letter, that you 
have ever discussed your prob- 
lem with a lawyer—which would 
cost only a few dollars for con- 
sultation fees. Or, if you have, 
perhaps he has pi iced himself 
out of the market to avoid rep- 
resenting you. This sometime^ 
happens. We aren't eager for 
divorce cases, especially the bit- 
ter kind.

Such 
tablets made especially for 
children are now available. 
To prevent their being taken 
as candy, they may be pur- 
chased with each tablet in a 
sealed plastic pouch that a 
child under age 5 to 6 cannot 
open. Another advantage of 
the pouch is that the tablet 
can be pulverized inside the 
pouch and added to the milk 
or food of the child who has 
difficulty chewing or .swallow- 
ing the intact tablet.

HardWaY 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
It 


seems simple and Is anything 
but. Presidents from the begin- 
ning to Lyndon B. Johnson all 
knew it. Some found out the 
hard way. And there has been 
some tragedy in the process. 


Deals with other nations were 


mostly by treaty 160 years ago 
when 
the 
constitution-makers 


were stitching the document to- 
gether. Never imagining the 
problems to come, they gave 
foreign affairs a fast brush. 


Almost all the Constitution 


says about the foreign field is in 
Article II: The president can 
make treaties with the "advice 
and consent" of the Senate, if 
two-thirds of the senators ap- 
prove. 


In short, the president can 


take the initiative in foreign af- 
fairs but the Senate can veto 
him. This was an invitation to 
conflict since presidents and the 
Senate are jealous of (heir pow- 
ers. Conflict followed. 


The 
oversimplified 
formul 


did not allow for the difficulty of 
getting 
a 
two-thirds 
Senate 


vote—particularly when the op- 
position party controls the Sen- 
ate. There were no political par- 
ties in 1787. 
Nor was allowance 


made for such human factors as 
Ill-will in wrecking a treaty. 
President Woodrow Wilson and 
the powerful Republican sena- 
tor, Henry Cabot Lodge, hated 
each other. 


Lodge was captain 
of the 


forces which killed Wilson's 
plea to the Senate to approve 
joining the League of Nations. 


History would have been differ- 
ent If Wilson had won. 


Exactly what does "advice" 


mean? And when should a Pres- 
ident ask the Senate for it; aft- 
er negotiating a treaty down to 
the last detail or before he even 
starts on it, not knowing what 
details the other side wants? 


George Washington, as first 


president, had to get the first 
answers. Naturally, he thought 
getting the Senate's advice on a 
treaty meant getting it before 
he made one. He was working 
on a treaty with the southern In- 
dians, 


He went before the full Senate 


and had Vice President John 
Adams read the main points. 
Outside, 
passing 
carriage; 


made so much noise the sena. 
tors could not 'hear Adarns, He 
had to re-read. 


Then the senators got into an 


argument 
among 
themselves 


pyer whether they should see 
all, or just some, of the docu- 
ments, One of them finally sug- 
gested turning the whole busi- 
ness over to a committee, 


Burned up, W a s h i n g t o n 


stalked out, saying "this defeats 
every purpose of my coming 
here," One senator, burned up 
at Washington, wrote later that 
the president was trying to step 
on the senators' necks.

by passing a resolution which 
only needed a majority vote. 


This is how Presidents John 


Tyler in 1845 and vVLUiam Me- 
Kinley in 1898 managed to get 
Texas

annexed 


when they could not get a two- 
thirds Senate vote. 


Right now there is a move 


afoot in the form of a resolution 
in the Senate, where a lot of the 
members are upset over John- 
son's 
handling of the 
Viet- 


namese war, to restrict his pow- 
ers in foreign affairs. 


It's a half-baked move, since 


a resolution is not legally bind- 
ing. But it could, if approved by 
the Senate, damage Johnson by 
undercutting his prestige and ef- 
fectiveness with the rest of the 
world. 
Soviets Seek 
to Extend 
Arms Program

MOSCOW (AP) - 
Since the 


defeat of Soviet-armed Arabs by 
Israel in June, the Soviet Union 
has sought to draw more Arab 
nations into its arms-aid pro- 
gram and thus extend its politi- 
cal influence in the Middle East.

visible and there are reasons to 
expect them in some other na- 
tions, diplomatic observers say. 


The Soviet press has severely 


criticized the Egyptian armed 
forces as having been led by 
right-wing sons of the landlord

imbued with a Socialist spirit, 
The press here has openly sug- 
gested that changes are needed, 


According to a Soviet source, 


the late Field Marshal Hakim 
Abdel Amer kept officers who 
had been trained in the Soviet 
Union from attaining imjxjrtant 
command positions.

trusted them. The sources sug» 
gested 
that this 
would now 


change. 


The 
Soviet Union probably 


has little hope of being paid for 
the weapons it is sending to 
M ddle Eastern nations. Most of 
the nations are having a hard 
time running their nonmilltary 
economies, 


Only one underdeveloped na- 


tion now receiving Soviet weap? 
oos looks like a good prospect to 
pay for them. That is Iran, 
which agreed early this year to 
buy $110 million worth of mili- 
tary equipment and pay with 
piped natural gas.
